TOE-ING THE LINE 


A sex offender who sucked a 
woman’s toes in a London park 
begged a judge to let him undergo 
counselling in a bid to stop his wife 
finding out about his perverted 
behaviour. 

Graeme Kirsten, 52, of Rem¬ 
brandt Court, Epsom, performed 
a sex act on a woman in the middle 
of the afternoon in upmarket 
Cavendish Square, just a stone’s 
throw from Oxford Street. 

Kirsten, who had an earlier con¬ 
viction for masturbating in the 
street in 2011, pleaded guilty to 
outraging public decency earlier 
this month. 

He appeared at Westminster

Magistrates’ Court on August 28 for 
sentencing. 

Magistrate Paul Brooks told 
Kirsten he must undergo treatment 
as a sex offender or go to jail. 

He said: “As far as sentencing is 
concerned, we can’t give you a less 
serious sentence. 

“Given your previous conviction, 
you are in danger of crossing the 
custody threshold.” 

Pony-tailed Kirsten told the court 
he wanted one-to-one counselling 
instead of a sex offender’s 
programme. 


He said: “With the sex offender’s 
programme, I just can’t do it with¬ 
out my wife finding out. 

“I ask you to take this into ac¬ 
count, not for me, because I know 
I’ve done wrong, but my marriage 
needs to be considered.” 

Mr Brooks told him: “We do not 
think that is sufficient.” 

Izolda Switala-Gribbin, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the court the sex act in 
Cavendish Square on June 26 was 
consensual. 

She said: “He was stroking her 
leg and placed one of her toes in 
his mouth. 

“He put his hand on her breast 
and used his left hand to go up her 


leg and touch her pubic area. 

“He was then seen rubbing her up 
and down.” 

Ms Switala-Gribbin added: “He 
was convicted in 2011 of a similar 
matter. 

“The defendant was arrested for 
masturbating in the street in 
front of the public and police 
officers.” 

Kirsten was given a 24-month 
community order for outraging 
public decency, with a requirement 
to complete the sexual offender’s 
treatment programme. 

His female companion is being 
prosecuted separately after plead¬ 
ing not guilty to the same offence.

Ward closures could lead 
to 'unsafe’ journey times

Women and children could die 
if the team behind the contro¬ 
versial healthcare review 
aiming to axe Epsom hospi¬ 
tal’s acute services does not 
take concerns about “unsafe” 
journey times seriously, 
campaigners have warned. 

Rosemary Najim and Jane 
Race, both from Epsom, ap¬ 
proached this newspaper to 
raise concerns that the in¬ 
creased distances people 
would have to travel if the 
Better Services Better Value 
(BSBV) review’s recommen¬ 
dations - to axe Epsom and St 
Helier hospitals’ accident and 
emergency (A&E), maternity 
and children’s units - go 
ahead, would put women in 
labour and children at risk. 

The recommendations in 
the review, which is currently 
on hold, would mean Epsom’s 
patients would have to travel 
to hospitals in Surrey or 
London for the services. 

A spokesman for the BSBV 
review said it is “unimagin¬ 
able that the BSBV case for 
change would support propos¬ 
als that put women and 
children at risk”. 

But the campaigners believe 
that, in contrast to most 
emergency patients who they 
say can be stabilised signifi¬ 
cantly through emergency 
treatment in an ambulance en 
route to a hospital, women in 
labour and children can only 
be treated in hospital when 
complications arise. 

Ms Najim said that A 
Framework for Action, a 
report in Lord Darzi’s 2007 
review of the healthcare 
service, stated that doctors 
have 15 to 20 minutes from the 
time a woman starts to 


experience problems in 
labour until an abnormality 
develops. 

She said that Hassan 
Shehata, clinical director for 
women and children’s ser¬ 
vices at Epsom Hospital, said 
pregnant women should actu¬ 
ally seen by an obstetrician 
within eight minutes once a 
labour starts to go wrong. 

She also said that the time it 
takes for an ambulance to get 
to a patient in the first place 
needs to be considered - a 
BSBV spokesman said the 
“standard ambulance re¬ 
sponse time” should be eight 
minutes for 75 per cent of all 
calls. 

The campaigners obtained 
figures, from a Freedom of In¬ 
formation request, for ambu¬ 
lance journey times, from the 
Epsom area to alternative 
hospitals, for category A 
patients - those believed to 
have life-threatening condi¬ 


tions -journeys which started 
off by “blue light” ambulance 
to the home, but did not all 
continue as such to the 
hospital. 

The shortest journey times 
to alternative hospitals, in¬ 
cluding the eight minutes 
standard response time, all 
exceeded 20 minutes. The 
longest journey time lasted 54 
minutes. The campaigners 
say this can only worsen if the 
recommendations go ahead. 

Mrs Race said: “BSBV says 
it has done the work, but it 
has not. The PR campaigns 
need to stop. The BSBV mod¬ 
els are unsafe and it is up to 
the CCG to see this.” 

A spokesman for the BSBV 
team said: “It is the time 
taken to reach patients that is 
most important. Once 
paramedics are on the scene, 
they are able to administer 
emergency care and stabilise 
patients for transfer to hospi¬ 


tal. The time taken to reach 
patients will not change 
under the proposals.” 

He said this includes emer¬ 
gency patients as well as 
women in labour and sick 
children. 

The spokesman said that, 
under the proposals, “most 
women in labour would go to 
their nearest available major 
acute hospital”, but BSBV has 
acknowledged that they 
would have to travel further 
and are proposing to create 
lounges at acute centres to 
allow them to arrive earlier. 

The spokesman said the 
proposals aim to “improve 
quality and safety” of chil¬ 
dren’s care and that “travel to 
the nearest acute hospital by 
‘blue light’ ambulance would 
take no longer than 20 min¬ 
utes and less in most cases”.

Plea changed 

A man has admitted to sexually assault¬ 
ing a woman who was queuing for her 
coat at a nightclub. 

Mihaulas-Codrut Lacatus, 28, from East 
Ham, who used to work in Epsom, ap¬ 
peared at South East Surrey Magistrates’ 
Court in April, charged with two counts 
of sexual assault on two women at Ele¬ 
ments nightclub in Epsom town centre. 

He was alleged to have touched the 
women on Saturday, March 9, while they 
were waiting in a cloakroom queue, but 
he pleaded not guilty to both offences. 

Standing trial at the court last Thurs¬ 
day, August 29, Lacatus changed his plea 
to guilty for the first offence, while the 
second charge was withdrawn. 

A spokesman for the court said Lacatus 
would return to the court in October for 
sentencing and is to be placed on the sex 
offenders register. 
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Chickens killed and dumped on footpath 


Police are hunting a chicken killer 
after four birds were slaughtered 
in a “sickening” incident. 

The attack last Thursday, Au¬ 
gust 29, took place in the chicken 
shed at a private address in Dork¬ 
ing Road, Leatherhead. 

A spokeswoman for Surrey Po¬ 
lice said it is believed that the 
chickens were killed there and 


their remains dumped beside a 
public footpath. 

On this occasion police are con¬ 
fident that foxes, dogs or other an¬ 
imals were not responsible. 

Detective Constable Errol Chet- 
ty said: “This sickening incident 
has been particular distressing 
for the owner of the chickens as 
well as very upsetting to residents 


who witnessed the aftermath. 

“We do not believe this case is 
linked to the recent incident 
where a number of pet doves 
were shot dead at a farm in 
Bookham. 

“I would like to reassure the 
community that active enquiries 
are under way to identify those 
responsible.” 


Cop and shopkeeper 
chase thief for £5k

An off-duty police officer and a 
shopkeeper helped catch three 
people and recover £5,000 after a 
raid on a convenience store last 
week.

A man was arrested nearby and 
police also stopped a car in Manor 
Green Road, a few hundred me¬ 
tres away, and arrested its two 
occupants. 

The money has since been 
recovered. 

A witness said once the cash

between the shopkeeper and rob¬ 
ber while the off-duty policeman 
called for back-up. 

The owner of a shop opposite 
said he also saw “the gentleman 
who owns the convenience store 
chasing a guy up Lower Court 
Road”. 

He added: “I was told by the 
owner that there was an off-duty 
policeman who helped. 

“The guy was caught in the gar¬ 
den of the home of the owner of 
Sandie’s Flowers [on Pound 
Lane].” 


Employees at nearby Empower 
Electrical Services said: “There’s 
always something going on down 
here.” 

One added: “People think it’s 
quiet so minor incidents do hap¬ 
pen - graffiti, antisocial be¬ 
haviour, young people gathering.” 

Anyone with information about 
the incident should call the police 
on 101, quoting reference 
EP/13/3650, or call Crimestoppers 
on 0800 555 111.

Tennis ace ‘not to lose £500k’ 


Sources close to Andy 
Murray have rubbished 
media reports that he is 
set to lose £500,000 after 
a High Court judge 
blocked plans for an ex¬ 
clusive hotel and golf 
course on greenbelt 
land. 

It was known that the 
tennis ace had acquired 
shares in the planned 
development by Long- 
shot at Cherkley Court, 
near Leatherhead, the 
former home of 
press baron Lord 
Beaverbrook. 

Last Friday the Inde¬ 
pendent reported that 
he was set to lose 
£500,000 - almost a third 
of his prize money for 
winning Wimbledon 
this year - when the 
scheme’s planning per¬ 
mission was quashed 
last month. 

But sources close to 
the Wimbledon champi¬ 
on told the Epsom 


Guardian that no money 
has actually been lost. 

Longshot spokesman 
Nick Kilby said: “That’s 
absolute conjecture and 
we do not recognise the 
thought that anyone has 
lost any money.” 

Mr Kilby said he un¬ 
derstands the owners of 
Cherkley Court are 
seeking the right to 
appeal Mr Justice 
Haddon Cave’s deci¬ 
sion - although the 
judge specifically re¬ 
fused to grant leave to 
appeal. 

And he confirmed 
that they will not 
take any action to 
restore 
the 


landscape, damaged by 
preparatory work to 
create the golf course, 
until the legal process 
has run its course.

Youngsters 

cautioned 

Five girls, aged as young as 
eight, are believed to have 
broken into a nursery last 
month and stolen bikes. 

The break-in caused £500 
worth of damage at the Trini¬ 
ty Children’s Centre in 
Aperdele Road, Leatherhead. 

Much of the damage was 
caused by sandpits being left 
open and “exposed to the 
weather” between 6pm on 
Friday, August 16, and 8am on 
Monday, August 19. 

Five stolen bikes have been 
recovered and returned to the 
nursery - which reopened on 
Wednesday. 

Police have spoken to all the 
girls suspected of carrying 
out the raid. 

Three of them are aged 10, 
which is the age of criminal 
responsibility when the law 
assumes they are old enough 
to tell the difference between 
right and wrong.

The 
police’s youth intervention 
team is now putting together 
a file to decide the outcome.

A woman whose dog drowned in a 
neighbour’s swimming pool is 
campaigning for a change in the 
law to protect children and pets. 

Pamela Carlile, 54, of Gray’s 
Lane in Ashtead, has launched a 
petition to get all swimming pools 
fenced-off. 

Ms Carlile’s beloved cocker 
spaniel Tessa disappeared on Sat¬ 
urday, August 17, during her 
morning walk in woods at the end 
of Crampshaw Lane. 

The family started a frantic 
search, put up posters and spread 
the word online. 

She said: “The whole of Ashtead 
was looking for her. We had four 
sleepless nights and days of 
searching. It was a nightmare.” 

On Wednesday, August 21, Ani¬ 
mal Search, a private company 
that helps people find lost pets, 
called the family to say Tessa’s 
body had been found trapped un¬ 
derneath a cover in an unfenced 
swimming pool in Crampshaw 
Lane. 

Ms Carlile said: “We are very 
upset that we have tragically lost 
our dog so unnecessarily. We are 
angry that it happened, but it 
could have been avoided if the 
pool had a proper cover or was 
fenced off.” 

She said the owners of the dis¬ 
used pool claimed it was safe and 
have said they are not prepared to 
put fences around the property, 
railings around the pool or a safer 
cover in place. 

Ms Carlile said: “We want this 


to be flagged up, before a child 
goes missing. 

“It needs to be flagged up and 
changed before it happens 
again.” 

Unlike New Zealand, Australia 
and other countries, the UK does 
not have any laws or regulations 
to make sure there are barriers 
around pools. 

Ms Carlile said: “It’s such a big 
risk. Next time it could be a child. 

“We are devastated and want to 
ensure that this doesn’t happen 
to anyone else.” 

Sandie Robertson, volunteer co¬ 
ordinator for DogLost, a commu¬ 
nity of dog owners who help 
people with missing pets, said: 
“We have seen quite a number of 


dogs reported to us this year who 
have suffered the same fate as 
Tessa. I think it is something that 
needs proper legislation, like in 
Australia.” 

An RSPCA spokeswoman said: 
“The RSPCA encourages people 
to be careful with dogs and vul¬ 
nerable young children when 
there is a swimming pool in a 
garden. 

“We would encourage basic 
measures that improve the safety 
for both animals and humans 
around swimming pools to pre¬ 
vent potentially tragic accidents 
from happening.”

£27k payment after 
botched dental work

A woman with a rare genetic 
condition - causing her to have 
less than half the number of 
adult teeth - has been won 
£27,500 in compensation after 
treatment carried out by a den¬ 
tist left her with extensive dental 
problems. 

Harriet Moggridge, from 
Epsom, who suffers from ecto¬ 
dermal dysplasia, went to Dr 
Henk Freeke, based at Ringley 
Park Dental Practice, in Reigate, 
for two teeth implants. 

But she said it was only after 
she received the bill for the work 
that the NHS receptionist dis¬ 
covered he had implanted four 
teeth, which began to fail a few 
months after surgery. 

A second opinion revealed that 
there was insufficient bone at 
the implant sites to support the 
new teeth properly and the posts 
used for the implants were too 
big for the bone available, result¬ 
ing in Ms Moggridge’s sinuses 
being perforated. 

The 26-year-old, who has had 
to pay for extensive corrective 
surgery, said: “Having dental 
implants was supposed to be a 
new beginning for me, where I 
could smile with confidence for

“Sadly, it all turned

“I trusted Dr Freeke complete¬ 
ly, but he’s left me with so many 
health issues.” 

Dr Freeke denied liability and 
settled out-of-court with Ms 
Moggridge in June. 

She has not made a complaint 
about him to the General Dental 
Council, which confirmed Dr 
Freeke was still registered to 
practise with no conditions 
attached. 

Yvonne Berry, practice manag¬ 
er at Ringley Park Dental Prac¬ 
tice, where Dr Freeke still 
works, said: “We are disappoint¬ 
ed the treatment did not go as 
well as expected and we hope the 
settlement goes some way to re¬ 
solving the matter for the 
patient. 

“Although we cannot comment 
specifically about individual 
cases due to patient confidential¬ 
ity, we always strive to provide 
the best standard of care for all 
our patients” 

According to the dental prac¬ 
tice’s website, Dr Freeke was ed¬ 
ucated in South Africa and has 
trained in America, Switzerland 
and Sweden. 

It said he was “one of the first 
dentists to use computer tech¬ 
nology to design and restore 
teeth with ceramic porcelain”.

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MP happy with decision on Syria 


Banstead’s MP voted against 
taking military action against 
Syria in retaliation for a sus¬ 
pected chemical weapons att- 
tack by Government forces, 
warning that it could result in 
“awful collateral damage”.

Speaking in the Commons 
during the debate last Thurs¬ 
day, Mr Blunt said: “Evidence 
shows that action might make 
things worse rather than 
better. 

“Are we going to actively de¬ 
grade chemical weapons? 
There are hideous practical 
problems in attempting that, 
with the potential of awful col¬ 
lateral damage. 

“The responsibility to act is 
not ours, particularly on much 
more doubtful legal ground 
around the use of international 
humanitarian law, that could 
get us into a potentially 
hideous situation with unfore¬ 
seen consequences.” 


Customers pledge 
£150k to save shop

Loyal customers have pledged 
more than £150,000 to help save a 
75-year-old bookshop in the heart 
of Banstead. 

Within days of the Ibis Book¬ 
shop announcing its closure at 
the start of last month, a cam¬ 
paign was launched to buy the 
property at 109 High Street. 

It was started by customer 
Jason Hill, who came up with the 
idea of buying the freehold 
through crowdfunding and then 
renting it back to the Ibis. 

The idea spread by word of 
mouth and through social media. 
Just nine days later, people had 
pledged £150,000 in share 
commitments. 

But a total of 4,000 people need 
to purchase £100 stakes in order 
to raise £400,000 in the next two 
months to save the bookshop. 

At the bookshop on Friday, 
owner Linda Jones explained 
they have been struggling to sur¬ 
vive because of high rent and peo¬ 
ple buying books online. 

Ms Jones said: “I’m over¬ 
whelmed and humbled and abso¬ 
lutely in awe of the people who 
want to save this bookshop. 

“We announced the closure. I 
put the notice in the window 


after a weekend of tears and 
decision-making. 

“If we get there, it will be fantas¬ 
tic but, in the meantime, I have to 
go through the process of selling 
the lease.” 

Ms Jones said even if they save 
the bookshop, readers have to be 
educated to buy books from inde¬ 
pendent bookshops instead of 
online. 

She said: “They really need 
that. That’s what we need to do 
more than anything. 

“It makes people realise how 
important your community is be¬ 
cause if you don’t support it, it 
will be gone. And that’s when peo¬ 
ple will say it’s a great shame.” 

Bernadette Oxley, who is 
buying a stake in the bookshop, 


said: “It’s more than a bookshop. 
It really is the heart of the com¬ 
munity. Linda does not realise 
her own worth, but I don’t think 
anyone else was surprised at the 
support. If the bookshop closes, 
there will be a lot of unhappy 
children. They get made to feel 
special here.” 

Banstead Village councillors 
Eddy Humpheys and Sam Walsh 
have both agreed to buy stakes in 
the bookshop. 

Coun Walsh said: “It’s a great 
idea. Having a bookshop in 
Banstead is something, as a com¬ 
munity, we cannot afford to lose.”

Council fights to protect 
town’s ‘economic vitality’

Epsom Council is taking action 
to block plans by the Govern¬ 
ment to allow offices to be 
turned into homes without 
planning permission, in a bid 
to protect the economic vitality 
of its town centre. 

Councillors are aiming to 
introduce protection for three 
office sites, in East Street, in 
Epsom town centre - which the 
council believes is a key em¬ 
ployment area - after a change 
in planning law was intro¬ 
duced by the Government in 
May. 

Under the change, develop¬ 
ers no longer need to obtain 
planning permission from the 
council to change office space 
into residential use. 

Notification of development 
must be submitted to the 
council, but consultation with 
residents is not required. 

Epsom Council has made a 
direction to stop the change 
from applying to Adelphi 
Court, Crossways House and 
Bradford House, in East Street. 

A council spokesman said 
the sites “were selected as they 
are seen as vital to maintain¬ 
ing the viability and vitality of 


Epsom town centre as an 
employment destination”. 

Crossways House and 
Bradford House have both 
been vacant for some time and 
Adelphi Court is partially 
occupied. 

Councillor Michael Arthur, 
chairman of the council’s 
planning policy committee, 
said: “This proposal is 
designed to give the council 
control through the planning 


process to help protect certain 
existing offices that, although 
currently empty, are of specif¬ 
ic importance to the borough’s 
economy moving forward. 

“The fear is that if we lose 
these buildings to residential 
use now, then the attraction of 
Epsom as a location for 
business in the future is 
substantially diminished. 

“We are between a rock and a 
hard place. The borough needs 


more affordable housing, 
however, there is no guarantee 
that the conversions would be 
for affordable housing. 

“We also need to maintain 
the economic vitality and 
viability of Epsom town 
centre as an employment 
destination.” 

Under the change, develop¬ 
ers are also not bound by 
section 106 agreements, which 
require developers to make 
contributions towards the bor¬ 
ough’s services and facilities, 
including transport, education 
and green spaces. 

The council spokesman 
added: “The recent announce¬ 
ment of a head office of 400 
people [for charity Nuffield 
Health] moving into Epsom 
office space later this year 
illustrates that there is a poten¬ 
tial market for these empty 
buildings as office space. 

“If the buildings were con¬ 
verted into residential use, that 
potential would be lost.” 

Comments on Epsom Coun¬ 
cil’s direction are being accept¬ 
ed until 4.30pm on October 3. 

Email any representations to 
ldf@epsom-ewell.gov.uk or 
hand them to the planning 
policy team at Epsom and 
Ewell town hall. 


Epsom’s flagship shopping 
centre will have no empty 
retail units after an up¬ 
market shoe shop an¬ 
nounced it will be opening 
in the town.

It is unusual for a shop¬ 
ping centre to be complete¬ 
ly full these days and is a 
sign of confidence by re¬ 
tailers in both the Ashley 
Centre and in Epsom as a 
shopping destination. 

David Beddows, the cen¬ 
tre’s general manager, 
said: “In these tough eco¬ 
nomic times things are 
very difficult for retailers 
and we want to support 
them in any way we can. 

“During the past 12 
months we have been de¬ 
lighted to welcome new 
stores Muffin Break, Hot¬ 
ter Shoes and Pandora as 
well as our newest shop 
Jones Bootmaker, ensuring 
a good mix of retailers for 
our discerning shoppers. 

“It is vital for the 
strength and prosperity of 
the town that our commu¬ 
nity shopping centre offers 
a good mix of shops and 
services and we are de¬ 
lighted that every available 
unit is now filled.”

Deal struck with football 
club paves way for centre

A football club and council 
have resolved a dispute over 
training pitches, clearing the 
way for an £8.7m leisure 
centre. 

Plans for the new leisure cen¬ 
tre in Tadworth hit a stum¬ 
bling block when Banstead 
Athletic Football Club, known 
as the As, refused to give up 
part of its leased ground in 
Merland Rise. 

The Secretary of State or¬ 
dered a public inquiry after the 
club objected to Reigate and 
Banstead Council’s decision to 
make a compulsory purchase 
order (CPO). 

But last month it struck a 
deal with the council giving up 
the disputed land in exchange 
for an undisclosed sum, an ex¬ 
tended lease on the rest, and a 
reduced rent. 

As a result the council has 
abandoned plans to use CPO 
powers to force the club out, 
negating the need for a public 
inquiry. 

Councillor Norman Harris, 
who sits on the Banstead Ath¬ 
letic board, said the council 
would have been up against 
Football Association lawyers 


and the inquiry would have in¬ 
volved major costs. 

He said: “The Football Asso¬ 
ciation were on their side 
[Banstead Athletic]. It was all 
turning sour. We all sat down 
at a table and sorted it out 
properly as we should have 
done in the first place. Every¬ 
one is happy at the moment.” 

Club chairman Terry Molloy 
said: “We haven’t finished the 
deal yet because we haven’t 
signed the documents. We have 
agreed in principle, but the of¬ 
ficial documents have not been 
signed yet. 

“The future is hopefully they 
are going to build astroturf 
pitches and we can use those. 


When that will be, I don’t 
know.” 

Deputy council leader Coun¬ 
cillor Vic Broad said: “The site 
for the new centre is owned by 
the council, but parts of it are 
leased to third parties. 

“We needed to acquire these 
interests if we were to move 
forward and build it. We start¬ 
ed the compulsory purchase 
process to ensure the council’s 
commitments would be met. 

“We have been in negotia¬ 
tions with Banstead Athletic 
Football Club about the acqui¬ 
sition of the training pitch they 
currently lease from us. 

“We have now come to an 
agreement with the club, 


which means we will be pro¬ 
gressing the agreement of 
terms outside of the compulso¬ 
ry purchase order process.” 

In April, plans were ap¬ 
proved for an £8.7m leisure 
centre to be funded through 
the creation of 130 new homes. 

The proposed centre sports a 
25m pool, sports hall, dance 
studios and four five-a-side 
football pitches. 

Its creche, cafe, community 
room and hall will replace 
community space at the Tat- 
tenham Community Centre 
and Phoenix Youth Centre, 
which would be demolished. 

Banstead Village Councillor 
Sam Walsh said the leisure 
centre project was on track to 
finish in the “back end” of 
2014. 

Coun Walsh said: “From a 
community point of view they 
are really looking forward to 
the investment there. It’s really 
going to improve the area. 

“A huge number of people go 
to the leisure centre and it 
would be detrimental if we did 
not replace it.” 

Under the plans new homes 
will be built on the existing 
Banstead sports centre and 
part of Merland Rise recre¬ 
ation ground.

The feminist artist chosen to cre¬ 
ate a sculpture on the Downs said 
it is a “conceptual work with 
many layers”, which aims to not 
only commemorate Emily Davi¬ 
son, but the continuing struggle 
for women’s rights. 

Mary Branson’s concrete el¬ 
lipse design was selected as the 
artwork to commemorate Davi¬ 
son, who died after running out 
in front of the King’s horse at the 
1913 Epsom Derby, and other 
women who have helped achieve 
equality and votes for women, by 
a judging panel in July - despite 
attracting the least support in a 
public vote on six proposals, held 
in May. 

The ellipse would be aligned so 
the setting sun would appear held 
in its centre once a year, on the day 
Davison died, and a bench would 
be situated in front of the sculp¬ 
ture for people to sit and view it.

The 8m by 4m polished white el¬ 
lipse would also be illuminated in 
purple in the evenings - with the 
white of the concrete, the purple 
light and green of the Downs rep¬ 
resenting the colours of the suf¬ 
fragette movement. 

Mrs Branson, 48, said she took 
inspiration for the design from 
artists Barbara Hepworth and 
Nancy Holt, and believes it would 
act as a “living memorial” to the 
struggle of women. 

She said: “The women’s move¬ 
ment is still going today. There 
are two gaps in the ellipse, which 
symbolise that we still have far to 
go. 

“There are lots of subtle things 
happening in the work. It has 
many layers. By making it mini¬ 
mal, it makes people think.” 


She said she researched the his¬ 
tory of Davison and the Suf¬ 
fragettes, conducted a site visit to 
the roundabout on Epsom Downs 
where the artwork would be dis¬ 
played, and looked into the histo¬ 
ry of the area before formulating 
the design. 

Concerning the controversy 
surrounding her selection as win¬ 
ner after attracting just 30 public 
votes, Mrs Branson said: “The ini¬ 
tial drawings for the piece weren’t 
particularly strong so people may 
not have been able to understand 
it. But it is conceptual. 

“You can never please every¬ 
body, but hopefully when it’s 
made people will be won round.” 

Mrs Branson, from Guildford, 
has spent the last 10 years work¬ 
ing with communities on tempo¬ 
rary and permanent public art 
installations and has degrees in 
art and space and fine art.

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Apology for two 
months of delays

After two months of frustrating delays, 
roadworks in one of the areas main 
roads ended last week. 

Since July 4 there have been roadworks 
in College Road as a new water main is 
installed at Epsom College. 

Residents and communters using the 
road have faced delays of up to 15 
minutes in each direction. 

The work is not due to end until 
October 31 but Sutton and East Surrey 
Water confirmed that from last 
Thursday there would be no more 
disruption in the road. 

The rest of the work will take place in 
the college grounds. 

The roadworks have caused consider¬ 
able frustration with one resident, who 
wished to remain anonymous, contact¬ 
ing the Epsom Guardian to say: “No one 
who is doing it has even apologised. The 
school could not care less about inconve¬ 
niencing the residents. We just want an 
apology and a genuine explanation as to 
why they will not go through the school 
and not along the road. The residents are 
not happy.” 

The work, which involves laying down 
790m of pipe, is being carried out by con¬ 
struction company Clancy Docwra and is 
to convert the water supply at the college 
from Thames Water to Sutton and East 
Surrey Water.

A spokesman for the water company 
said: “We sent a letter to all the residents 
in June, advising them that the work 
would start. We have had complaints 
about the phasing of the traffic lights 
and about excess soil but we have since 
rectified these issues. 

“We sometimes carry out work at the 
weekend or at night to reduce congestion 
but a road like College Road would not 
warrant it. The company expresses sin¬ 
cere apologies to any residents who did 
not live in the area.” 

In April, Transport Secretary Norman 
Baker gave Surrey the power to decide 
when companies are able to dig up roads 
in a bid to reduce congestion. 

Starting this winter, utility companies 
and businesses will have to obtain per¬ 
mits from the council before any work 
can start.

Routine scan detects aneurysm

Retirees plan to raise 
£62,000 by downsizing 


One in four pensioners aims to move 


Nearly three quarters (73 per 
cent) of the UK’s 10.4 million 
pensioners own their own 
home, although more than a 
quarter (26 per cent) expect 
to sell their property to raise 
money or simply to make 
their life easier, according to 
new research. 

Four in every five (81 per 
cent) retired homeowners 
who expect to sell are 
planning to buy another 
property, says the Prudential 
which carried out the 
research. This is equivalent 
to around one million homes 
being bought and sold by 
pensioners, many of whom 
will release substantial 
amounts of cash by 
downsizing.

The majority (73 per cent) 
of retirees who plan to sell up 
and buy another property 
want to move into a smaller 
and less expensive home. On 
average, they expect 
downsizing to raise as much 
as £62,000. 

Nearly a quarter (23 per 
cent) plan to use the money 
raised to boost their income 
in retirement, 13 per cent will 
pay off debts and eight per 
cent say they’ll use the 
money to help with everyday 
living costs. 

Prudential’s research also 
shows that over one in five (22 


per cent) retired homeowners 
still have an outstanding 
mortgage, with average 
monthly payments of £254. 

The convenience of 
running a smaller home was 
the most commonly stated 
motivation for those who 
plan to downsize - 48 per cent 
say they want a simpler life. 
Separately, 22 per cent claim 
raising money is the main 
driver for their sale, while 11 
per cent want to reduce 
household bills. 

Stan Russell, retirement 
expert at Prudential, said: 
“Housing wealth is 
potentially a significant 
source of additional 
retirement income for 
pensioners who own their 


More money loaned to buyers 


First-time buyers accounted 
for 11,200 loans for house 
purchase in London in the 
second quarter of 2013, the 
largest quarterly number 
since the end of 2007, 
according to new data from 
the Council for Mortgage 
Lenders (CML). 

Figures from the second 
quarter show that first-time 
buyers in London make up a 
larger proportion of house 
purchase loans compared to 
the UK overall. Fifty six per 
cent of house purchase loans 
were to first-time buyers in 
London compared to 46 per 
cent in the UK overall. 

The 11,200 loans advanced 
to first-time buyers in 
London marked an increase 
of 19 per cent on the previous 
quarter and a rise of 38 per 
cent compared to the second 
quarter of 2012. 

Typical loan amounts have 
also increased, a knock-on 


effect of strong house price 
growth in the capital, up 6.9 
per cent in the second 
quarter compared to 2.9 per 
cent for the UK overall. 

This results in a larger 
growth in the value of 
lending to first-time buyers. 
£2,490m was advanced to 
these borrowers, a 33 per 
cent increase on the first 
quarter of 2013 and up 47 per 
cent compared to the second 
quarter last year. 

While first-time buyers 
took out larger loans (on 
average £192,600 compared 
to £183,900 to the same 
period last year) the 
affordability was almost 
unchanged thanks to higher 
incomes and falling interest 
rates. 

This meant on average first¬ 
time buyers spent 20.8 per 
cent of their income on 
mortgage payments. 

The CML says affordability 


in London does however 
remain tighter with first¬ 
time buyers borrowing an 
average of 3.67 times their 
income. It adds this may be 
why first-time buyers in 
London are generally putting 
down larger deposits than in 
the rest of the UK. 

The average loan to value 
remains at 75 per cent in 
London compared to 80 per 
cent for the rest of the UK. In 
addition, incomes of first¬ 
time buyers in London are 
higher than in the rest of the 
UK - on average £52,100 per 
annum compared to £35,400 
in the UK overall. 

CML director general Paul 
Smee said: “Mortgage 

lending in London has 
followed a similar pattern to 
the rest of the UK with 
strong house purchase 
activity this quarter, 
strengthened by first-time 
buyer activity.” 


own home. This is why so 
many of Britain’s pensioners 
are planning to become last- 
time-buyers. 

“However, it is dangerous 
for people to assume that 
housing wealth can make up 
for a lack of retirement 
planning. To ensure a 
comfortable retirement it is 
important to start saving as 
much as possible as early as 
possible, and to seek 
professional financial advice 
on the best retirement 
income options.” 

Staying on the property 
ladder remains the 
overwhelming preference 
among retired homeowners. 

Just six per cent of 
pensioners planning to sell 
their home intend 
to move into 
specialist 
retirement 
accommodation, 
while only four per 
cent expect to move 
into a rental 
property. 

Stan Russell added: 
“For some retired 
homeowners, 



moving to a smaller home is a 
lifestyle choice, but for a 
significant number the 
decision is a financial one. 
Our research also shows the 
financial nous of many 
pensioners - the majority of 
retired homeowners 


expecting to sell their 
property plan to buy a 
smaller home rather than 
rent, saving themselves on 
average £168 per month on 
the difference between 
average mortgage and rental 
costs.”

THE SURREY COUNTY COUNCIL 
TOUR OF BRITAIN CYCLE ROAD RACE 
(TEMPORARY TRAFFIC MEASURES) ORDER 2013 


ON 4 SEPTEMBER 2013 SURREY COUNTY COUNCIL MADE the above mentioned Temporary Order, pursuant to Sections 16A and 
16B of the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984 and with the consent of the Secretary of State, the effect of which will be to make the 
following temporary road traffic provisions: - 

1. Prohibit all vehicles from entering or proceeding along the lengths of roads specified in the First Schedule to this Notice or any parts 
thereof (including the junctions linking the said roads unless otherwise indicated). Such restriction shall also apply in relation to the 
riding, leading or driving of horses or any other animals. 

2. Prohibit vehicles from stopping or waiting, including waiting for the purpose of loading and unloading goods, in the lengths of roads 
specified in the Second Schedule to this Notice. 

3. Suspend the one-way (south-westerly) traffic restriction in Stonehill Road, Ottershaw, (the eastern leg of its junction with Longcross 
Road) imposed by The Borough of Runnymede (Stonehill Road) (Part) (One-Way Traffic) Order 1990. 

4. Impose the following temporary measures in Guildford: - 

(i) Suspend the prohibition of vehicles as applies to that length of High Street as extends between its junction with North 
Street/Chertsey Street and its junction with Quarry Street; and the entire length of Market Street and Angel Gate, imposed by The 
County Council of Surrey (Guildford) (Traffic Regulation) Order 1987 (as amended); 

(ii) Suspend the prohibition of entry in that length of High Street as extends between Millmead and Millbrook, imposed by The 
Guildford Traffic Regulation Order 1965 (as amended); 

(iii) Provide that all vehicles proceeding in that length of Woodbridge Road, Guildford, as extends between its junction with Lepale 
Road and its junction with Onslow Street should proceed in a northerly direction only (save for emergency service vehicles, or anything 
done with the permission of the Police); 

5. Prohibit all vehicles travelling northwards in Victoria Way (A320) Woking, from making a right turn into the Peacocks Centre car park 
(save for emergency service vehicles, or anything done with the permission of the Police) 

6. Suspend the one way (north-east to south west) restriction as applies to that length of East Street, Farnham, as extends from its 
junction with Woolmead Road to its junction with South Street and Bear Lane, as imposed by The Urban District of Farnham (Bear 
Lane, East Street and Woolmead Road) (One-Way and Prohibition of Waiting) Order 1968; 

7. The Order is required to facilitate the holding of an on-road cycle race as part of the Tour of Britain series. Save as specified in this 
Notice, vehicular access to and from premises along the lengths of roads in the First Schedule to this Notice will not be permitted. 
The restrictions specified in paragraphs numbered 1 and 2 above will not apply to such pedal cycles or other vehicles being used in 
connection with the said race (including those used for traffic management purposes), or to anything done on the direction or with the 
permission of a police constable in uniform or a traffic marshal, or any sign placed by Surrey Police. Emergency access will be 
maintained for the police, fire brigade and ambulance services and for organisations responsible for dealing with the loss of supplies 
of gas, electricity, water or electronic communications, to premises in the area and for the removal of any obstruction to traffic. The 
restriction on stopping specified in paragraph 2 above shall also not apply to any vehicle required to stop by law or in order to prevent 
an accident, or a local bus to allow a person to board or alight from the vehicle at a designated bus stop. No exemption will apply for 
disabled persons’ vehicles and all parking places in the lengths of road specified in the First and Second Schedules below will be 
suspended. 

8. The Order will come into effect on 21 September 2013, for a period of one day, but the prohibitions will only be operative while the 
County Council or an authorised person acting on its behalf displays the relevant traffic signs, or are indicated by a police constable 
in uniform. The temporary closure will take the form of a rolling closure for most of the route, commencing with the first vehicle of the 
convoy. 

9. The Council are satisfied that, in order to avoid danger to persons or other traffic using the road to which this Order relates, or for 
preventing the likelihood of any such danger arising, or for facilitating the passage of vehicular traffic on the road, vehicular access to 
premises situated in the roads specified in the First Schedule to this Notice, or accessible only therefrom, may be restricted for a 
period of more than eight hours, save for emergency access as indicated above, however for most of the route such restriction is likely 
to be for no more than three hours (as indicated in the next paragraph). Access for pedestrians will be unaffected. 

10. The lead convoy is expected to arrive at the following locations at the approximate times in brackets: Epsom (1200 noon), Ashtead 
(1215 hrs), Leatherhead (1217 hrs), Great Bookham (1223 hrs), Effingham (1226 hrs), Dorking (1243 hrs), Leith Hill (1256 hrs), Holmbury 
St. Mary (1300 hrs), Forest Green (1307 hrs), Cranleigh (1315 hrs), Shere (1335 hrs), West Clandon (1342 hrs), Send (1349 hrs), Woking 
(1355 hrs), Ottershaw (1405 hrs), Chobham (1420 hrs), Knaphill (1430 hrs), Pirbright (1435 hrs), Normandy (1440 hrs), Wanborough 
(1449 hrs), Puttenham (1451 and 1535 hrs), Elstead (1500 hrs), Frensham (1515 hrs), Farnham (1520 hrs) and Guildford (1545 hrs). The 
closure will operate for approximately 75 minutes prior to and after these times and the “no stopping restrictions will precede the 
closure by 30 minutes, save that the “no stopping” restriction will apply all day in Guildford and the temporary closures between 0445 
hrs and 1930 hrs save for High Street and Millmead (0001-16.30 hrs) and Ward Street/Leapale Road (1530/1630 hrs). 

11. The Council are also satisfied, in accordance with subsection (3) of Section 16A of the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984, that the 
event to which the Order relates cannot be held otherwise than on a road. Such is the length of the route and the nature of the closure, 
the Council does not consider it practical to recommend alternative routes for traffic.

TWENTY IS PLENTY 


Road safety charity Brake and 
insurance company Direct 
Line are calling for drivers to 
help make streets safer for 
children by committing to 
slow down to 20mph around 
homes, shops and schools. 

Their research reveals that 
although drivers say they 
want safer streets for 
youngsters, many aren't 
following this through by 
reducing their speed in local 
communities. 

Brake and Direct Line's 
survey of 1,000 drivers finds: 

• Nearly two thirds (64 per 
cent) think traffic is too fast 
on some or all local roads, 
and 65 per cent want action 
to make walking and cycling 
safer around schools, homes 
and in town and village 
centres. 

• However six in ten (63 per 
cent) admit to driving at 
35mph or faster in a 30 limit, 
and 29 per cent do this at 
least once a week 

• Two thirds (67 per cent) 



explained they 
feel pressure 
from other drivers to go 
faster in built up areas, while 
a third (33 per cent) say they 
give in to this pressure and 
drive faster. 

Five children under 16 are 
killed or seriously injured 
when walking or cycling every 
day in the UK. Reducing 
vehicle speeds can make a 
massive difference to the 
safety of children on foot and 
riding bikes. At 20mph, 
drivers have much more time 
to react, to help them stop in 
time if they need to - for 
example if a child runs out 
into the road. 

Brake is urging drivers 
everywhere to help make 
roads safer for kids by 
committing to slow down to 
20mph around homes, 
schools and shops - even 
where the limit is 30mph. 

Through the GO 20 
campaign, it is also calling for 
20mph limits to become the 
norm across built-up areas.

1 HELPFUL REMINDER \ 



Shocking new findings show a 
third of motorists have driven a 
car knowing it has no MOT. 

The Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT) surveyed 1,000 
motorists and found that of 
those who have driven a car 
without a valid MOT, 67 per cent 
admitted driving for up to a 
week after it was due, 24 per 
cent for up to a month, seven 
per cent for up to six months 
and two per cent for more than 
six months. 


In so doing, motorists risk 
fines of up to £1,000, as well as 
possibly invalidating their 
motor insurance, which itself 
counts as a driving offence 
carrying between six to eight 
penalty points. 

Cars older than three years 
require a valid MOT before they 
can be taxed - with further fines 
for motorists who drive an 
untaxed car. 

The research suggests men 
are more likely to continue 
driving after their MOT has 


lapsed - 35 per cent of all male 
drivers say they have done so, 
versus 31 per cent of female 
drivers. 

The data also suggests that 
younger motorists are worst at 
remembering the test date, 
with 39 per cent of drivers aged 
18-24 saying they have 
continued to drive after the 
MOT had expired. 

The most diligent motorists 
were 45 to 54-year-olds, with 


only 28 per cent saying the 
same. 

To help drivers remember 
their car's MOT, SMMT has 
teamed up with the Trading 
Standards-approved garage 
network, Motor Codes, to offer 
car owners a free MOT service 
reminder. 

Available at www.passmymot. 
co.uk, motorists will be sent a 
reminder before their car's 
annual roadworthiness test.
